In Saskatchewan a clay-working industry was having trouble with 
its raw products. One of the professors of the University of Saskatchewan 
was called in, and as a result of his knowledge, investigations and tests, 
he found that the correct mixture of clays was not being made. He found 
a remedy, and the industry is now on .a paying basis and expanding its 
operations.
